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Didsbury Mayor 
to monitor 
Wal-Mart impact

When big box department stores, Wal-Mart and Canadian 
Tire take residence in Olds early next year, Didsbury Mayor 
Brian Wittal says he’ll be watching. 

I lis eyes w ill be focused on the effect the new additions have 
on other Olds franchises and wliat that might mean for 
Didsbury - namely, bringing them this way. 

“Wliat I think we should lcxik at doing Is approach other 
smaller businesses th;it would have a fit for this town, that may 
look at relocating because of some of the bigger stores coming 
to (Olds),” said Wittal. 

“If we have the Wal-Mart in Olds, we’re not going to have a 
\V;il-Mart in Didsbury. But if them are businesses that think 
they may want to relocate.. .we may have the opportunity to 
bring some of those businesses, or try to get them to stay with¬ 
in the region and come here to Didsbury, rather tlian leaving all 
together." 

The SAAN store was mentioned as one of the Olds franchis¬ 
es that may lie affected. 

()lds SAAN store manager Anne Saneaster said it wouldn’t 
lie out of the question. 

“If it gets that way, that’s probably not a bad idea," she said of 
the potential for a transfer to Didsbury, but adds she hears 
many of the SAAN store's that have seen a Wal-Mart move to 
town have not received a significant hit to their business. 

“So far, so good." 

Wittal says the town probably won’t have a feel for the 
impact of the new franchises until the new year. 

The mayor and council w ould take on the responsibility of 
talking to the Olds businesses with the suggestion of a reloca¬ 
tion option, he said. 

“You don’t want to steal businesses away,” said Wittal. “But 
if they are struggling, and if it means them relocating, keeping 
them in the region is better.” 

Wittal says many franchises look for a population mark of 
approximately 5, (XX) people. 

While Didsbury s population is presently below that point, 
with the interim mieipal development plan in place, and once 
some of the town subdivisions have found occupants, 
Didsbury should tie w ell beyond 5,000 people, he said. 

Wittal says, forward-thinking franchises will notice that 
potential for growth, knowing that once the process needed to 
start a new business in town is complete that the population 
should meet wliat they’re looking for. 

Didsbury and District Chamber of Commerce President 
Margo Ward says the chamber backs Widal's idea for business 
growth 

“We are very much in favour of attracting or trying to attract 
any businesses to town,” said Ward. “Especially those tliat, as 
the SAAN store would, come in and fill some voids that we 
have in town. 

“The more businesses we have, the more we can attract” 

Ward said she’s confident tliat if a franchise needed a new 
building, that it would fit in with the ivst of Didsbury’s down¬ 
town look. 

The chamber does not play a role in attracting businesses to 
Didsbury, but Ward says they will often times be in discussion 
with town representatives on what they might like to see. 

Ward says Wal-Mart's arrival will have an impact in I tidsbury. 

“We have a lot of very good business people in town, good 
entrepreneurs who are seeking out their niche market,” said 
Ward. 

“Wal-Mart doesn’t do niche markets.”

To stun or not 
to stun?

The Taser gun may be started 
out as an idea in a science fic¬ 
tion novel, but today the 
j weapons are used by more than 
j 11,000 law enforcement, corree- 
mW tional and military organiza¬ 
tions, in 44 countries. 

Taser are hand-held weapons that deliver a jolt 
of electricity — up to 50,000 volts — from up to 
10.6 metres away. The shot can penetrate up to 
five centimetres of clothing. It stuns people by 
causing an uncontrollable contraction of the 
muscle tissue, making the target immobilized. 

There have been several accounts of deaths 
involving Tasers, but the exact cause of death is 
often contentious. While many believe they are 
safe alternatives, two recent cases show they are 
not. In October, two men died less than a week 
apart from each other after being stunned with a 
Taser. 

On Oct. 14, 40-year-old Robert Dziekanski of 
Poland died at Vancouver International Airport 
after being HYPERLINK "http://www.cbc.ca/cana- 
da/b r i tish-columbia/story/200 7/10/14/bc- 
taser.html"shocked with a Taser. Dziekanski was 
allegedly pounding on windows and throwing 
chairs and computer equipment. 

Police believe he died from a rare condition 
called excited delirium, an agitated state when a 
person experiences an irregular heartbeat and 
suddenly dies. However, the coroner's office has 
not concluded the cause of death. 

That same day, a Montreal man, Quilem 
Registre, 38, was intoxicated when police 
stopped him for a traffic violation. Police say he 
became aggressive and they were forced to stun

Sorry Jennifer, but I have to disagree. 

Unless you can provide a better solution for 
the men and women that regularly place them¬ 
selves in harm’s way in an effort to protect the 
general public, the Taser gun should be a law 
enforcement staple. 

I can’t imagine what it would be like to be in a 
profession where every shift is an unknown. 

When a vehicle blows a stop sign and is pulled 
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him with a Taser. He was sent to hospital in criti¬ 
cal condition, where he died Oct. 17. 

Registre was the 17th person to die from a stun- 
gun-related death in Canada. 

And locally, last year a Red Deer man died days 
after being Tasered by city police. On Aug. 10, 
2006, Jason Doan, 28, was hit with a Taser three 
times after Mount ies responded to reports of a 
man smashing car windows. Police say they used 
the Taser after an officer was hit with the handle 
of a pitchfork. 

But w hat’s clear to me is that these would prob¬ 
ably be alive today if they hadn’t been hit with a 
Taser. 

Taser manufacturers point out that about 
100,000 police officers have volunteered to take 
hits from Taser weapons and none have died. 

But when you think about it, you really can’t 
compare a police officer being hit w ith a Taser to 
a criminal on the street being hit with one. 

An officer will probably be in much better 
shape. And in circumstances where a Taser is 
needed, think of what the person being Tasered 
will probably be like: they probably consumed 

over, the officer has no idea what they’ll meet. It 
could be their grandmother with a plate full of 
cinnamon buns, or a crystal methamphetamine 
dealer itching to brawl. 

In a previous town in which I worked as a 
reporter, I knew a small-in-stature female police 
officer who was in a situation where she needed 
to administer a shot from the Taser gun. The 
incident took place at a party that quickly 
became out of control. In an attempt to restrain 
one of the troublemakers, a male bigger and 
stronger than she was decided instead of coop¬ 
erating, he wanted to fight back. 

Police officers need a tool to assist them in 
neutralizing someone that is threatening to 
causing them serious harm. 

The last thing we need is a restriction on 
Tasers, and the nod for police officers to be 
more liberal with use of their firearms. 
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alcohol or drugs, or they’re in an agitated state 
with an increased heart rate. 

These things add more complications and can 
add to any adverse affects, compared to just an 
officer standing there being Tasered in a test. 

Amnesty International Canada has been calling 
for police to stop using Tasers until studies can 
determine how they can be safely used. More 
research needs to be done on the effects of 
Tasers - not just on the average person, but peo¬ 
ple with health problems or substance abuse. 

Amnesty International Canada worries police 
might be tempted to use Tasers too often if they 
believe they're not lethal. 

Look, I understand that force is necessary, but 
what really bothers me is that police consider the 
Tasers to be a non-let hal weapon. I just don’t 
believe that’s true. 

I don’t think Tasers should be considered an 
alternative to guns. Police need to go through the 
same steps and tests they make when considering 
whether to pull out the pepper spray or their 
firearm. 

And that’s not a knock of police. When avail¬ 
able, hitting a violent criminal with a high volt¬ 
age shock should always be preferred over a bul¬ 
let to the heart. 

When dealing with a rowdy individual, police 
officers don’t get paid nearly enough to engage 
them in hand-to-hand combat, praying their 
aggressive counterpart doesn’t have a knife or 
worse. 

You raise some solid examples of cases where 
the device has done much more than temporari¬ 
ly disable the subject. 

But, like any case where restraint turns to 
physical force, there is a possibility that some¬ 
one will be injured badly or die. 

Misstepping down a set of stairs could leave 
someone with a broken neck, but until every res¬ 
idence is equipped with an elevator, it looks like 
we’ll have to continue to take that risk.

This column several years ago used to be called 
“Trustee Talk". I decided to abandon that for several 
reasons not least of which is the idea of one-way com¬ 
munication or the implication of “talking down" to 
people. I shall try to write this every month and focus 
on one or two topics rather than give a summary of all 
items on the board’ agenda. 

Before going any further it would be remiss of me 
not to pay tribute to Roy Brassard who has been 
Didsbury trustee for the past nine years and board 
chair continuously for that time. In 1998 we both start¬ 
ed as new trustees in Chinook’s Edge School Division 
and since our routes to Innisfail coincided we used to 
car pool for meetings over the next six years. During 
that time we developed a friendship and a respect for 
each other’s (sometimes contradictory) views. 

Roy had done a stellar job as our MLA and was quite 
entitled to a peaceful retirement in 1998. Instead he 
opted to continue public service as a trustee. During 
the last nine years he has made an extraordinary con¬ 
tribution. Few people realize that during his watch 
our Division received an unprecedented number of 
new schools and school modernizations. There are too 
many to list here, but perhaps a reminder of our own 
town’s 

share will illustrate the point since Westglen and 
Ross Ford schools both had extensive renovation and 
a new high school was built. 

Equally important to me was the harmony and stabil¬ 
ity that arose during Roy’s chairmanship. In 1997 the 


board was fractured. After the 1998 election only two 
of the previous nine trustees remained on the new 
board. Chinook’s Edge was still experiencing growing 
pains as the offspring of the shotgun marriage bet ween 
Mountain View and Red Deer Counties. It was still the 
north and south. 

Roy’s leadership focused on doing what was best for 
the whole division and putting aside parochial claims. 
He also fostered a climate of trust and acceptance. 
The outcome has been much more of a sense of unity, 
stability and purpose. In that regard Roy can be com¬ 
pared to Augustus Caesar who said of Rome, “I found 
it built of brick and left it built of marble". I think we 
all wish Roy a restful and rewarding retirement. 

Finally, Laura Lee Hrabok, Vice - Principal of Ross 
Ford School, has asked me to give the town a “heads 
up" on the system wide professional development day 
to be held in Didsbury on Monday November 12th. 
About 900 professional and support staff from across 
the Division will descend on our town that day and 
take sessions in our four schools, including the 
Outreach school. The ultimate goal of all professional 
development is to improve student learning. On this 
day the goals of collaboration among all Chinook’s 
Edge employees and the importance of lifelong learn¬ 
ing will be emphasized.

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Rosebud Community Growing Project continues impact

From seeding to harvest¬ 
ing the crop, and all the 
work done in between, 
area Canadian Foodgrains 
Bank initiative the 
Rosebud Community 
Growing Project attracts 
the efforts of generous 
Didsbury area residents on 
an annual basis. 

Field coordinator for the 
Rosebud Community 
Growing Project, Willard 
Stauffer receives phone 
calls from numerous farm¬ 
ers anxious to offer their 
combines and other equip¬ 
ment and join the efforts of 
the Christian-based chari¬ 
table organization. 

This year, six combines 
worked the 110 acres of 
land, donated yearly by 
Wayne Poffenrot h and fam¬ 
ily. 

Dennis Brado has volun¬ 
teered with the project 
since its inception in 2003. 

“I’ll just do whatever has 
to be done,” said Brado, 
who offered his skills to 
assist in tin 1 swathing 
process of this year’s 
growth. 

Like others, he started 
with the project prior to 
there being a community 
harvest in the Didsbury 
area, donating a certain a 
portion of his grain crop 
every year. 

But since there has been 
a harvest closer to home, 


his duties have expanded. 

“1 feel it’s a very good 
project," he said. 
“Something specific that 
the farmers have. I think 
that was the idea. We pro¬ 
duce food - and if you have 
the calling, you produce 
food for the underprivi¬ 
leged nations. I'm glad to 
see other individuals get¬ 
ting involved with it also." 

Feenstra says many of 
the volunteers share the 
same motivations for par¬ 
ticipating every year. 

“It’s because they have 
passion,” said Feenstra. 

“They care for those in 
need.” 

He and his wife grew up 
in Holland during the 
Second World War. 

“We went through the 
hunger winter of 1944,” he 
said. “Thousands of people 
died of hunger. But in the 
spring in 1945 the Swedish 
Red Cross sent food using 
Allied bombers who were 
used to make food drops 
over that area. It changed 
the state of hopelessness 
back to hope. That is what 
the Canadian Foodgrains 
Bank through its members 
is doing now” 

For many, their Christian 
beliefs have pulled them to 
the cause. 

"We're also told by God, 
to care for one's neigh¬ 
bour,” said Feenstra. 

“We as Christians 
respond to the call for help 
in obedience, but also out 


of love for God and love for 
our neighbour.” 

Volunteers and donors 
provide seeding, fuel, hail 
insurance, chemicals, 
chemical applications and 
discounted fertilizer. 

The Rosebud Community 
Growing Project is run by a 
seven-member committee 
is instrumental in the proj¬ 
ects’ success. 

Feenstra calls Stauffer’s 
contributions key to a 
smooth operation. 

“He’s a very important 
man,” said Feenstra. “He 
coordinates everything to 
get the seed in, and to get 
the harvest off. Without 
him, this project wouldn’t 
work.” 

Proceeds are sent to the 
Canadian Foodgrains Bank 
office in Winnipeg, which 
are then multiplied by a 
ratio of 4-1 by Canadian 
International Development 
Agency(CIDA) up to $20 
million per year, which is 
an increase over the $16 
million from last year. 

CIDA provides funds for 
various non-government 
organizations that are 
responding to various dis¬ 
asters, but also help for the 
hungry. 

Presently, there an* two 
growing projects in the 
area, the other being the 
Carstairs/Didsbury grow¬ 
ing project. 

In total, there are 33 
growing projects in 
Alberta.

Summer of growth for Canadian Foodgrains Bank 


It has been a summer of 
significant growth for 
Canadian Foodgrains Bank. 
The past few months have 
seen two significant 
changes for the Winnipeg- 
based food aid and develop¬ 
ment organization. 

At a bi-annual board meet¬ 
ing in June, the Foodgrains 
Bank board voted unani¬ 
mously in favour of accept¬ 
ing into membership the 
Canadian Catholic 

Organizations for 

Development and Peace 
and the Primate’s World 
Relief and Development 
Fund of the Anglican 
Church of Canada. 

With this landmark deci¬ 
sion, the membership of the 
Foodgrains Bank has grown 
to represent almost all 
Christian denominations in 
Canada. Member agencies 
represent evangelical 


churches, mainline protes- 
tant churches, as well as 
Catholic churches, with 
over 17,0(H) congregations 
and parishes connected to 
this ecumenical effort to 
end hunger in developing 
countries. 

Just one month later, the 
Foodgrains Bank welcomed 
the announcement that 
CIDA (Canadian 

International Development 
Agency) will provide $100 
million in funding for the 
next five years to help in the 
Foodgrains Bank’s efforts to 
end hunger in developing 
countries. In previous three 
year agreements, CIDA pro¬ 
vided $16 million a year to 
the Foodgrains Bank. 

Canadian Foodgrains 
Bank supports the food- 
related programming of its 
member agencies and their 
local partners in developing 


countries all over the world. 
Last year, with a budget of 
$24.8 million, 56 projects in 
17 countries benefited 1.3 
million people. Projects 
represent a broad range of 
food-related programming, 
including food aid, seeds 
and tools, longer term food 
security, nutrition program¬ 
ming, and food justice work. 

Canadian Foodgrains 
Bank is a partnership of 
Canadian church-based 
agencies working to end 
hunger in developing coun¬ 
tries by: increasing and 
deepening the involvement 
of Canadians in efforts to 
end hunger, supporting part¬ 
nerships and activities to 
reduce hunger on both an 
immediate and sustainable 
basis; and influencing 
changes in public policies 
necessary to end hunger.

Sutherland trots over 
and briefly chats up the 
woman, before returning 
to his patrol car. 

Since the ticket is so 
expensive, Sutherland 
will let the driver off with 
a warning if he feels it’s 
best for the situation, and 
this time the woman was 
simply reminded to make 
better use of her brakes. 

But a later finding does¬ 
n’t end without conse¬ 
quence. 

A pickup truck packed 
with work materials is a 
more obvious offender, 
travelling the intersec¬ 
tion at a greater speed.

To some he's just the 
local traffic enforcement, 
but Town of Didsbury 
Peace Officer Derek 
Sutherland is doing more 
than keeping speeders off 
the road.

“I need to be able to 
see in that ear that peo¬ 
ple are safe," said 
Sutherland about the 
danger of tinted win¬ 
dows. 

After pulling over a 
driver, he keeps the 
approach as profession¬ 
al as possible. 

They’re not necessari¬ 
ly bad people, but they 
were speeding or violat¬ 
ing another traffic law. 

“You learn to know 
who to trust or not,” 
said Sutherland. 

There are programs in 
the works with schools 
in which Sutherland 
would talk to students, 
such as a traffic safety 
program in the elemen¬ 
tary school. 

He also has ideas for 
the high school to show 
students how the equip¬ 
ment works that he uses 
to catch speeders and to 
let them know he’s out 
there. 

Sutherland typically 
works eight or 10 hour 
shifts. 

“1 like working at 
night,” said Sutherland. 
“It’s a whole different 
ball game.” 

When Sutherland takes 
the night shift, his 
duties typically involve 
busting impaired driv¬ 
ers. 

He calls helping elimi¬ 
nate the presence of 
drunk drivers from the 
roads a rewarding expe¬ 
rience.
